Doltord  M.  “Kinney”  Fretwell,  a  self-employed  engineer,  also  operated 
the  Towne  Plaza  Coin  Shop  in  Fort  Worth,  Texas.  He  was  life  member 
No.  1010  ol  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  held  membership 
No.  260  in  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild. 

Kinney,  as  he  was  known  to  his  friends,  was  a  frequent  participant 
in  the  ANA  summer  seminar  and  a  regular  attendee  at  ANA  and  other 
regional  conventions,  lie  was  tragically  murdered  on  his  way  back  from 
the  Long  Beach  coin  show.

First,  we  tabulate  the  bids  received  by  mail.  The  “opening  bid”  for  each  lot  is  announced  at 
the  sale  at  5%  above  the  next  to  the  highest  bid  received. 

If  there  is  only  a  single  mail  bid,  the  opening  bid  would  be  lower  by  about  25%;  if  there  is  no 
mail  bid  on  a  lot,  the  auctioneer  would  look  for  an  opening  bid  from  the  floor. 

In  the  event  that  no  one  bids  from  the  floor,  the  lot  is  “sold  to  the  book”,  that  is,  to  the 
person  sending  in  the  highest  mail  bid.  If  there  is  floor  bidding,  it  advances  in  approximately 
5%  increments.  The  floor  bidding  continues  “against  the  book”  unless  the  highest  mail  bid  is 
exceeded  on  the  floor;  then  the  highest  floor  bidder  is  awarded  the  lot.
